ELABORATE DINNERS 


TOO MUCH FOR TAFT 


Has Again Requested His Secretary to 


Notify Committees to Make Them as 
Simple in Character as Possible. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The hospi- 


tality of the west seems to be taxing the 
endurance of President Taft, especially 
as to the formal dinners which have boon 
arranged in his honor. Some time before 
the president started on his tour of the 
west, his secretary, Mr. Carpenter wrote 
to cadi of the committees having the 
subject in charge asking tliem to make 
tlic dinners which the President was to 
attend as simple in character and brief 
a? possible. The cities so far visited by 
the president appear to have vied with 
each other in making the dinners as ela- 
borate as possible. The president feels 
that in justice 'to himself, the dinners 
should be simple and brief as the occa- 
sion will permit and asked .his secre- 
tary, .Mr. Carpenter, to.again ask them 
to observe the original request of the 
•arious committees of arrangements in 
the cities which the president is still to 
visit. 


The president ha* been very much im- 


pressed with the unbounded hospitality 
of the west, but he feels that his pow- 
ers of endurance might betnxcd beyond

A farewell automobile trip arranged 


by James V. Rohan of this city for his 
brother Charles Rohan of Robard, Tex- 
as, who came here on a visit last week 
aft«r thirty years absence, which was to 
have been supplemented wiih a compli- 
mentary dinner at Milwaukee, by Mayor" 
A. -I. Horlick, resulted in the machine 
turning turtle near Elm Grove, Wauke- 
sha county, fatally injuring the honored 
guest, his death occuring on the way to 
a Milwaukee hospital. In the accident 
Chief of Police H. A. Baker had his right 
wrint badly sprained and sustained in- 
juries of the stomach; City Treasurer 
Ward C. demons was cut on the face 
and head; James V. Rohan was bruised 
around the shoulders.

occupants of the machine, the chauffeur, 
Joseph Doedrick and 
Milton 
Horlick, 


r,-erc not hurt, escaping with a shaking 
up. When the news of the accident was 
received here there was profound regret 
and expressions of sorrow. 


Charles Rohan was born 
in

forty-four years ago and when quite 
a young man he departed for the state 
of "Texas and had not been here in close 
to thirty years. Last week he came to 
visit his brother James V. Rohao of 
Main street, manager . of • the 
Racine 


physician, as Charles 
Rohan 
was in 


great pain and suffering much. Before 
the physician arrived the automobile of 
Herbert Johnson, which was about a 
mile ahead,'missing the Rohan machine, 
came back to ascertain the trouble. 
The injured man was lifted into the ma- 
chine of Mr. Johnson and hurried 'to the 
Milwaukee hospital. His brother James 
held him on the way and from time to 
time he spoke and s<£id he was feeling 
pretty well, but after Twenty-Seventh 
street was reached lie appeared to lapse, 
into" unconsciousness. At the hospital 
Chief Baker called out a physician and a 
nurse; the injured man was lifted to a. 
stretcher and the nurse, who made an 
examination, said that. he was dead. 
Just at what point he breathed his last 
was not certain, but possibly within a, 
few blocks of the hospital. The coroner 
of Milwaukee was notified 
and 
after 


questioning the parties who were pres- 
ent at the accident, had, the body remov- 
ed to the Peacock Undertaking parlors 
and an inquest will-be held some day 
this week. The body was brought here 
today'and the funeral will be announced. 


The car of Mr. Rohan was not badly 


damaged and after being righted came 
back to Racine under its own power. 


Was Exemplary Man. 


Charles Rohan, who. lost'his life in 


the accident, was . about 
foiirty-four 


years of ape. He was born and brought 
up in Kacine, but close to thirty years 
ago he went to Texas and located in Ro- 
bard, where he became a prominent con- 
tractor and was interested in other busi- 
ness. At that place he was highly hon- 
ored and respected and the news of his 
death no doubt was a shock to the peo- 
ple

How the Accident Happened. 


It was a little before 6 o'clock in the 


evening when the party started for Mil- 
waukee, where Mayor Horlick. Peter B. 
Nelson, Charles Armstrong and others 
were waiting to take part in the din- 
ner. A point just outside of Elm Grove, 
six miles east of Waukcsha wns reached, 
when at a couple of cross roads a run- 
about automobile came out of the side 
road and also a horse and buggy. James 
Rohiin wa.s running his machine and in 
'order to avoid a collision with'the run- 
about, he turned sharply to the right. 
The road being narrow he turned farth- 
er than he intended. One of the front 
wheels of the machine struck a large 
rock on the side of the road; the rear 
wheels skidded and in less time than 
it takes to tell the automobile, turned 
turtle and landed upside down 
in 
a 


ditch, from three to four feet deep. 


Pinned Under Machine.

THE PRESIDENT ON'CHANCES IN RATE LAW 
In his Des Moines address . President 


Taft dwelt particularly upon labor un- 
ions and the intercommercc rate lo-w<*. 
As to labor belaid the Republican plat- 
form pledges as to injunctions should b». 
carried 
out and that promises made 


thereby fulfilled. He cajlcd for further 
legislation regarding 
additional safety 


devices, for better security of employes, 
saying there was so much important 
work before congress, that he feared as 
to it all being carried out.

: DENVER, Colo., Sept. 22.-Pre»idont 
Tnft last night devoted his address at 
the Auditorium to a defense of the cor- 
poration tox. 
HG urged upon the^var- 


ious state legislatures the necessity of 
ratifying the income tax proposal, de- 
clared it the -best form of income tax 
which could be levied, and compared the 
measure with the income tax law 
England, arguing that it contained 
of the latter's good and none of its bad 
features. 


The president admitted the corpora- 


tion tax was enacted'by the last con- 
gress to prevent the possible passage of 
R "direct income tax proposal. H* strong- 
ly urged that all the states should adopt 
the proposed amendment to the consti- 
tution, however, to make'an income tax 
possible in time of need. He said he op- 
posed a direct income tax. Ho strongly 
urged that all the states should adopt 
the proposed amendment to the consti- 
tution, however, to make an income tax 
possible in time of need. He said he 
opposed a direct income tax except in 
cases of emergency. 


The Proposed Income Tax. 


A part of the Republicans and all of 


tch Democrats of the senate united _in 
pressing tor consideration a general in- 
come tax on individuals throughout the 
United States, 
Mr. Taft 
continued: 


'•The law was as near as it could be 
jnade to that income tax law which ha< 
ieen considered by the Supreme court 
some ten years ago and which was hek 
to be unconstitutional by a vote of five 
to four. "It was conceded that the tax 
would probably 
raise $150,000,000 
to 


$200,00(1,000, which was far in excess o 
the needs of the government if the tariff 
bill was to retain its general form as 
proposed and so to 
produce revenues 


which should be reasonably expected. 


"Our friends, the Democrats, favored 


the income tax with a view to substi 
tuting it for the tariff as an income 
producing measure, thus minimizing the 
effect of the tariff in promoting the in 
dustrics of the country. In other words 
the passage of the income tax bill would 
have lent support probably to the pro 
position to have a tariff for revenu 
only, and would have interfered wit! 
the protective policy to which the Re 
publican party is pledged. 


Keeps Court Out of Politics. 


"One further objection to the ineom 


tax amendment was that it had been 
declared unconstitutional by 
the 
Su 


preme. court and to invoke a second de 
cision upon that issue was to question 
the uniformity of the decisions of th 
Supreme court and to drag the court in 
to a political discussion which what 
ever its decision, could not make for it 
standing as an impartial tribunal bcfor 
the people. It indicated a diversity o

Will be 1,000 Cars From That Town and 


the Nearby Vicinity. 


GKEEI.EY, Colo., 
Sept. 
27.—Seven 


to ten cars of cabbage - are being ship- 
ped out of Greeley each-day now that 
this season is in full swing. The crop 
of the Greeley district including Brigh- 
ter! and Fort Lupton, will amount to 
1,000 cars. 
As the lower part of the 


territory is tapped' by Denver firms this 
cannot be accurately estimated. 


Last year Greeley shipped 200 cars of 


cabbage" from the town itself, but 
the 


crop will' be shorter this year. However, 
the lower territory on the Union Pacif- 
ic to Fort Lupton shows a very heavy 
yield of kraut, and this will hold up the 
heavy shipments. A number of Greeley 
and Eaton firms have arrangements 
made for loading nt the lower end of the 
district, so little or no shortage in sup- 
plying orders is looked for. 


The growers in the northern part of 


the district confess that the stock is not 
as good as it might be. They lay this 
to the inroads made by the hoppers and 
worms. Some cnrs already shipped have 
been turned down, but the stock has 
shown better as the season progressed, 
and little trouble from this angle is an- 
ticipated from now on.
